REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 


FOR  THE 


Year  ending  December  31st,  1926, 


The  Committee  beg  to  present  their  Thirty-first  Annual 
Report,  together  with  the  Financial  Statement  and  Balance 
Sheet,  and  a  List  of  Subscriptions  and  Donations  received, 
and  other  Memoranda  relating  to  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  Patients  during  the  year  has  been  1 68,  of 
whom  98  were  Out-Patients. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  that  the  Expenditure  for 
1926  has  exceeded  the  Income  by  £67,  although  the  former  is 
about  £28  less  than  last  year.  This  is  principally  due  to  a 
shrinkage  of  £51  in  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  and  £58  in 
Patients’  F'ees. 

The  Receipts  from  Pound  Day  were  £14  more  than  last 
year  in  Cash,  and  the  total  value  of  Goods  given  was 
£14  17s.  7d. 

The  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  the  Children  of  the 
Congregational  Church  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Ifield 
Women’s  Institute  for  the  collection  of  Eggs,  and  to  the 
Members  of  the  Handcross  Women’s  Institute  for  Groceries. 

An  Egg  Week  was  held  during  the  year  and  1,100  Eggs 
were  received,  for  which  the  Committee  thank  all  the  kind 
donors. 
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The  Donations  include  a  Legacy  of  £500  left  by  the  late 
Mr.  Francis  Luscombe,  Patron  of  the  Hospital,  and  a  Bequest 
of  £5  from  the  late  Miss  Isabella  Smith.  These  sums  have 
been  invested  in  Government  Stock. 

The  Committee  desire  to  renew  their  grateful  thanks  to 
the  Hon-  Medical  Officers  for  continuing  their  able  services, 
and  welcome  the  help  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Bate,  who  has  consented 
to  act  as  Hon.  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 

They  again  tender  their  best  thanks  to  the  Subscribers 
and  Donors  for  their  generous  support,  to  the  Clubs  and 
Societies  for  their  Contributions,  to  those  who  have  exhibited 
Collecting  Boxes,  and  to  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Wilson-Heathcote 
and  to  Com.  H.  Yerburgh-Bonsey,  O.B.E.,  for  recommending  a 
grant  from  the  League  of  Mercy. 

It  is  desired  to  point  out  how  acceptable  are  presents  of 
books  and  illustrated  papers,  games,  fruit,  vegetables,  &c., 
and  all  such  will  be  gratefully  acknowledged.

interested  will  make  a  special  effort  to  be  present.

Form  of  Bequest. 


To  those  charitable  persons  desirous  of  assisting 
the  Hospital  by  Will,  the  following  Form  of  Bequest 
is  recommended: — 

to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  of  the  CRAWLEY  AND  IFIELD  COTTAGE 
HOSPITAL,  Crawley,  in  the  County  of  Sussex ,  the  Sum  of 


Free  of  Legacy  Duty,  for  the  General  Purposes  of  that 
Institution,  and  I  declare  that  the  Receipt  of  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  of  such  Institution  shall  be  a  sufficient 
discharge  for  the  same. 


Rules  and  Regulations. 


TITLE. 

1. — The  Hospital  shall  be  called  “  Ckawley  and  Iiteld  Cottage 
Hospital.” 


OBJECTS. 

2. — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  patients 
suffering  from  disease  or  accident  who  cannot  be  properly  treated  at 
home  or  elsewhere,  but  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  who  is 
afflicted  with  any  disease  which  is  considered  to  be  infectious  or 
contagious,  with  epilepsy  or  insanity,  or  with  any  disorder  not  likely 
to  be  soon  cured  or  mitigated  by  treatment.  Women  advanced  in 
pregnancy  are  inadmissable. 


AREA. 

3. — Patients  will  be  admitted  from  the  Parishes  of  Crawley,  Ifield, 
and  Worth;  from  the  districts  of  Handcross,  and  Lowfield  Heath,  and 
any  place  within  live  miles  from  Crawley. 


FUNDS. 

4. — The  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  raised  by 
Voluntary  Contributions,  Church  Collections,  Patients’  Payments, 
Invested  Funds,  and  in  any  other  manner  the  Committee  may  deem 
advisable,  and  all  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year,  Subscribers  to  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
each  half -guinea  subscribed. 


MANAGEMENT. 

5. — The  Management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  an  Executive 
Committee  with  the  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  elected 
by  the  Subscribers  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special 
General  Meeting',  such  Executive  Committee  to  consist  of  not  more 
than  18  Members  exclusive  of  the  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.  At  least  five  Members  of  such  Committee  shall  be  Ladies, 
and  five  members  in  all  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Medical  Officers 
shall  have  the  entire  control  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  domestic  arrangements  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  a  Sub -Committee  of  Ladies  elected  from  the  Executive 
Committee.

6. -  Tlic  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  cm  the  first  Tuesday  in 
each  month  of  the  year  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital,  and 
shall  have  power  to  fill,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  year,  any 
vacauev  which  mov  occur  in  their  number  or  unions  the  officers  of  the 

*  v  O 

Hospital  through  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  and  shall  have  power 
to  draw  up  from  time  to  time  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
Hospital,  which  shall,  if  deemed  necessary,  be  printed  and  hung  up  in 
conspicuous  positions  in  the  Hospital. 

TRUSTEES. 

7.  — The  property  of  the  Hospital,  exclusive  of  the  land  and 
building,  shall  he  vested  in  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  time  being. 
(The  laud  and  building  are  vested  in  the  Trustees  named  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Annual  lleport). 


ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING  OK  SUBSCRIBERS. 

H .  —  The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  in 
the  Month  of  February  in  each  year  when  and  where  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  determine.  At  this  meeting  a  Report  of  the  past 
year  shall  be  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee;  the  Medical 
Officers,  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing 
year  shall  be  elected,  two  Auditors  appointed,  and  other  business 
transacted. 


SPECIAL  GENERAL  MEETING  OF  SUBSCRIBERS. 


9. — The  Executive  Committee  at  any  time  may,  and  upon  the 
written  or  signed  requisition  of  ten  Subscribers  shall,  call  a  Special 
General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  the  Notice  calling  such  Meeting  shall 
state  the  business  proposed  to  be  transacted  at  such  Meeting.  Not  less 
than  seven  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  everv  Annual  General  or 
Special  Meeting  in  such  manner  as  the  Executive  Committee  may 
determine. 


SUBSCRIBERS’  VOTES. 

10. — All  questions  brought  before  a  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall 
he  decided  by  a  show  of  hands,  the  Chairman  having  a  second  or  casting 
vote.  Subscribers  of  half-a-crown  and  upwards  and  donors  of  ten 
guineas  and  upwards  in  one  sum  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote. 
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MATRON  AND  NURSES. 

11.  — The  Matron  and  Nurses  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  act  under  their  instructions. 

PATIENTS’  FEES. 

12.  — Each  Patient  shall  pay  such  Weekly  Contribution  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  fix,  not  being  less  than  15s.  per  week  ;  but 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  remit  the  whole  or  part 
of  such  payment  at  their  discretion.  Patients  may  be  admitted  to  a 
private  ward  for  a  fee  of  not  less  than  5£  Guineas  per  week 
exclusive  of  Theatre  and  Medical  Fees. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

13.  — Any  of  the  Medical  Officers  may  take  a  private  patient  into 
the  Hospital  for  an  operation  or  for  Medical  treatment,  provided  there 
is  room  and  that  such  private  patient  does  not  in  any  way  interfere 
with  the  interests  or  comfort  of  those  for  whom  the  Hospital  was 
established.  The  fees  payable  to  the  Hospital  by  such  private  patients 
shall  be  exclusive  of  Medical  fees,  which  are  a  matter  of  private 
arrangement  between  the  doctors  and  their  respective  patients;  and 
such  patients  shall  only  be  admitted  upon  the  understanding  that  there 
must  be  always  one  spare  bed  at  least  left  for  contingencies. 

FOOD  AND  CLOTHING. 

14.  — No  food  or  drink  shall  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  the 
patients,  or  supplied  to  patients  by  their  friends  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case,  and  every  patient  must  be 
provided  with  decent  clothing  and  proper  changes  of  linen. 

HOUSE  RULES. 

15.  — Every  Patient  must  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  and 
obey  the  directions  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Matron. 

VISITING  HOURS. 

16.  — Friends  of  Patients  may  be  admitted  on  such  days  and  at 
such  times  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint. 

The  days  for  visiting  are  at  present  Wednesdays,  Saturdays,  and 
Sundays,  between  the  hours  of  2  and  4  p.m. 

Subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital,  Patients  may  be  visited 
by  any  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  Religion  whom  they  desire  to  see. 
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LENGTH  OF  TREATMENT. 

17.  — No  Patient  may  remain  in  the  Hospital  more  than  ten  weeks 
unless  under  speeial  circumstances  to  be  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer 
and  approved  by  tire  Executive  Committee. 

ALTERATION  OF  RULES. 

18.  — No  existing  Rule  shall  be  altered  or  a  new  rule  made  except 
at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  or  at  a  Special  General 
Meeting  of  Subscribers  duly  convened  for  the  purpose  by  the  Secretary, 
and  then  only  bv  a  majority  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those 
present  at  such  Meeting  and  Voting. 

TREASURER  AND  SECRETARY 

1(J. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  to  keep 
proper  books  of  account  of  the  moneys  received  and  paid,  and  all 
cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  by  the  Treasurer.
